as [ could, in the Piinces Favour: And he 
of his fide, contribuced: very much, by his

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ſweet and infintating Behaviour, to ſecond 
my Endeavours; inſomuch, that next to me, 
he was the Man of all the Court, that Dex 
Garcias ſhewed the moſt Kindneſs to, I 
made it my whole Delight, to improve. their 
mutual Kindneſs and both the one, and 
the other, had already felt the Power of 
Love: They often made chemſclves merty 
with my Inſcnſibilitys and reproached me, 
with my want of Inclination, as an unpar- 
donable Crime.

How (hall I baniſh our of her mind 
what ſhe Loves? by no other means but by 
her good liking of my Perſon: But my Mis- 
fortune has contrived it ſo, that the fight of 
my face preſerves in her the memory of her 
Lover. Ah my dear Alphonſo, flatrer- me

All that I find in Zayde, oppoſite 
to my Love, for example to believe,- that 
ſhe 'Loves another, and neither ro know her 
heart nor her thoughts, cannot leflen my 
Paſſion for her.

Gonſalvo did often entertain Alphonſo 
with fuch like diſcourſes: 'In the mean time 
his Love! increaſed daily; he could not-re- 
fraig: letting his eyes (peak after ſuch a 
charming. manner, that he believed he ſaw 
by thoſe -of. Zaydt, that their Language was 
uncerſtopd ; he ſound her ſometimes in a 
kind of ſurpriſe thac confirmed him in this 
belief: She could not make her ſelf tor be 
under{tood-by her words, it was generally 
by her looks that ſhe made Gonſelvo com» 
prehend -part of what ſhe would ſay-z: but 
there was ſomething ſo paſſionate and ſo 
charming _ in. her looks, that Gonſalvo was | 
all inflamed by them, Fair Zayde, he would | 
ſay ſometimes, If chus you look upon-thoſe 
you do not Love, Whar do you reſerve for 
that happy Lover, of whom, I am-fo un+ 
happy as to pur you in mind? If he had 
not been poſſeſſed with theſe choughrs, he 
would not believe himſelf fo unfortunate, 
nor: would the actions of Zayde perſwade 
him that he was indifferent to her, 

One Cay, having left her for a while, 
be went to-walk upon the Beach, and came | 
back again to a Fountain that was in a 
pleaſanc part of the Wood, where ſhe uſed 
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to go very often: As he came near it, he 
heard ſome noife, and he ſaw through the 
Boughs, Zayde ſitting by Felime; the ſur- 
prife, occationed by this rencounter gave 
Gonſalvo as much joy, as if Fortune. had 
brought him again ro the fight of Zajde af- 
ter a whole years abſence : He. approacties 
to the place where they were, and although 
he made a noiſe in walking, . they talked 
with ſo much attention, that they did not 
hear him. When he was come before her, 
ſhe ſeemed no leſs concerned than a perfon 
that had ſpoken alond in a place where ſhe 
was affraid ro be over-heard, and forgotten 
that Gonſalvo could nor underſtand her: 
The agitation this ſurpriſe had put her in, 
had in ſome meaſure added to the luſtre 
of her Beauty : Gonſalve having ſeated him- 
ſelf near her (being no longer able to con» 
rain himſelf ) threw himſelf of a ſaddain ar 
her feer, and (poke to her of his Love, in 
ſo paſſionate a manner, that ſhe might eaſily 
know what he ſaid without underſtanding 
his Language; and it was clearly ſeen by 
Gonſalvo, that ſhe underitood him well e- 
nough the Bluſhed, and having made a fign 
with her hand, as if ſhe would puſh him 
away, ſhe roſe with a cold kind of Civi- 
lity, as ifthe would have him riſe from a place 
where he might be incommoded. Alphonſe 
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happened to walk by in that very inſtant ; 
and ſhe went towards him, without ſo much 
as looking upon Goxſalvo: He remained in 
that place without being able to riſe from 
thence. | 
Thus, ſaid he to himſelf, am I treated, 
when I am nor looked on as the picture of 
my Rival; bur you turn your eyes towards 
me, fair Zayde, after ſuch a manner as would 
charm 2nd enflame the whole World, whea 
my Countenance puts you in mind of his. 
But if I do but preſume to let you ſee that 
I Love you, you will not daigne to caſt a- 
way ſo much as an angry look upon me 
for you think me unworthy | of the leaſt 
glance of your eye. If I could but make 
you ſenſible that I know you bewail a Loyer, 
I ſhould think my ſelf happy, and I con- 
fels my Jealoufie would be ſathciently re- 
venged by the diſpleaſure you ſhould have 
ro hcar it, Is it not for this, that I ſeem 
to you to be perſwaded that you love ſome- 
thing, that I may have the ſatisfaQion to 
be afſared by your ſelf, that you love no- 
thing. Ah TZayde, my Revenge is Con- 
cern'd, and had rather give you opportuni- 
ty to ſatisfie my Curioſity, than in the leaſt 
give cauſe of offence, 
Beiny taken up with theſe thoughts, he 
ſteeres his courſe towards the Houle, to 
| leave 
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leave the place where Zayd was, and that 
he might be alone in a Gallery, where' he 
uſed to walk, He thought a long time up- 
on the means how to make Zayde under- 
ſtand- that he ſuſpeed ſhe was in Love 
with ſome: body elſes but it was not- eafſe 
to find a way, nor could it be well brought 
about, without the help of ſpeech. Atrcer 
he had wearied himſelf with chinking and 
walking, he was going out of cke G-leyy, 
when a Painter, whom Alphonſo employed 
to draw ſome Pictures, earneſtly begged of 
him co view his work z Genſalvo would 
have been glad to be excuſed; bur being 
unwilling to anger the Painter, he ſtood 
ſtill co look upon what he was drawing, 
It was & large piece, wherein Alphouſo gave 
him o:der to paint the Sea, as it appeared 
from his Windows, and to make- it the 
more pleaſant, he repreſented therein, a Tem- 
peſt ; there appeared of one fide, Ships 
foundring in the mid'ſt of che Sea; and on 
che other ſide, Ships daſhed againſt the 
Rocks : Men were ſeen, endeavouring to 
ſave their Lives by Swiming ; others alrea- 
dy drowned, whoſe Bodyes were caſt upon 
the Shore. This Tempeſt put Gonſalvo in 
mind of Zayde's Ship-wrack, and made him

body ,; that the: muſt be another Man drawn 
proſtrare 'zrt her feer, endeavouring to per- 


ſwade her to remove from this dead body; 


thar this fair Perfon ( withour turning her 


eyes towards him that ſpoke to het) puſhed 


him away from her with one hand, and 
wich the other wiped her Tears, The Pain- 
ter nndertook to draw Gonſalvg's fancy, and 
began preſencly to deſign it : Gonſalvo was 
well pleaſed, and prayed him to work ap* 
on ic with all ſpeed, and fo went out 0 
the Gallery; he went to find ont Zayade, 
not being any longer able ({ notwithſtanding 
his lare diſpleaſure) to be ſeparated from 
her : But he was informed , that at her re- 
turn from walking, (ſhe was gone to her 
Chamber ; and fo he could get no fight of 
her all the reſt of the day, for which, he 
was much Aﬀiced, and apprehended that 
ſhe had deprived him of her fight on pur- 
poſe to puniſh him, for preſuming ro make 
her- underſtand what he had done, The 

next 
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next day ſhe ſeemed to him more ſerious 
than ſhe uſed ro bey but the following 
dayes, he found her as ſhe was accuſtomed 
to be, 

In the mean time the Painter went on 
to finiſh Goxſalvo's deſign, which he with 
impatience expected : As ſoon as ic was 
made an end on, he led Zaydc into the 
Gallery, as it were to divert her , by ſhew- 
ing her the Painter at work; he at fiilt 
ſhewed her all the places which were alrea- 
dy finiſhed; after, he made her conſider 
with more attention that Sea-piece, upon 
which the Painter was yet at work ; he made 
her look upon that yanng Lady that lamen- 
ted the dead Man; and when he ſaw that 
her eyes were fixed upon it, and that the 
ſeemed - ro know that Rock, whereon ſhe 
uſed ro fic ſo ofteng he took the Penfil 
out of the Painter's hand, and wric the 
name -of Zayde over the young Lady, and 
that of Theodoric over the young Man that 
was upon his knees. Zayd, at the reading 
of what he writ, Bluſhed; and having 
looked upon him with eyes full of anger , 
ſhe rook- a Penſil and quite blocted our that 
dead Man's Figure, of whom ſhe thought 
Gonſalvo believed to be the ſubject of her 
Tears.. Though he were ſenſible of the 
offence he had given Zayde, yet he was over- 
joyed 


— 
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joyed to ſee her blot out the Manhe thought 
ſo much beloved. Although this action of 
Zayde's might be judged rather an effec of 
her diſdain, than a proof that ſhe lamen-- 
red no body; yet he found,chat after the Love 
he had profeſſed for her, ſhe did him the 
favour not to let him believe that ſhe Loved 
any other ; bur the ſmall hope this belief 
gave him, could not deſtroy ſo many 
cauſes of fear which he believed he had 
reaſon to have, 

Alphonſo, that was no way prepoſleſſed 
with any Paſſion, made very different re- 
fiections upon the ations of this fair Stran- 
ger, from what Genſalvs's were, - I find 
(ſaid he) that you have no reaſon to' be- 
| lieve your ſelf unhappy; you are, withone 
doubt, Wretched, to have placed your af- 
fetion upon 2a Perſon which in all likeli- 
hood you cannot Marry,” but not inthe man- 
ner you fancy your ſelf to be; ' and all ap- 
pearances are deceitfui, if you be not truly 
beloved of Zayde: It is true ( replyed Gon- 
falvo) thar-if I ſhould judge of her thoughts 
by her looks, I might flatter my ſelf with 
ſome hope : Bat as I have told you , ſhe 
never looks [upon me, but for that reſem- 
blance, which creates me ſo much Jealou- 
fie. I know not, Anſwered Alphonſo, whe- 
cher all that you think, be true or no 3 = 
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if 1 were in the place of him, you think 
ſhe laments, I ſhould not be very well ſa- 
tisfied, that my reſemblance ſhould make her 
look ſo kindly upon any man elſe, and it is 
impoſſible, that the Idea of another man 
ſhould produce thoſe ſentiments which Zayde 
has for you : Ir is very natural for Lovers 
to hope, if any of Zayde's ations did al- 
ready make him conceive any, Alphonſo's 
diſcourſe confirm'd him in it; he-begun 19 
think that Zayde did nor hate him, for 
which, he was extream glad ; but this glad- 
neſs was of no long continuance, for he 
imagin'd, if the were alittle inclined rowards 
him, he ow'd it all to his Rivals; he fan- 
cied, that having already loſt rhe Man ſhe 
Loved moſt, (he had a favourable diſpoſiti- 
on towards another that might be like him : 
His Love, his Jealoufie, and his Glory, could 
not be ſatisfied with an Inclination which he 
did not firſt create, but it proceeded only 
from chat ſhe formerly had for another : He 
believed, that although Zayde ſhould Love 
him, ſhe would only Love his Rival in him : 
In fine, he ſaw he ſhould be wretched, 
though he ſhould be ſore to be beloved: 
Notwithſtanding, he could nor avoid being 
well pleaſed to ſee in this fair Strangers 
manner of proceedings, an ayre very diffe- 
rent from that- ſhe had at firſt, and his 
| Paſhon 
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Paſſion for her was ſo ſtrong, that let the 
marks of her Inclination proceed from what 
cauſes ſoever, he could not chaſe bat receive 
them with great tranſports, 

One day, it being very fair weather, 
ſeeing the came not out of her Chamber, 
he went in to know if ſhe would walk:
